UNCLE SAM IS PROBING 





Hitchcock to Direct Investiga- 
tion Based on Special Com- 
missioner’s Report. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 16.—Secretary of the 
Interior Ethan A. Hitchcock, the Mis- 
sourli member of the Cabinet who has 
become a terror to land swindlers, be- 
lieves he has unearthed gigantic land 
frauds in Indian Territory in which a 
number of Government officials are in- 
volved, according to the Washington 
correspondent of the Tribune. The land 
which the Secretary says was the basis 
Of $6,000,000 fraud consists of townsites 
in Muskogee and several other prosper- 
ous cities in the Territory. 

An_ investigation under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Interior will be 
Started at once. The scope of the in- 
vestigation was considered at a confer- 
ence held at the Indian office yesterday 
between Indian Commissioner Francis 
W. Leupp and William Dudley Foulke, 
who went to the Territory some weeks 
ago by direction of the President to look 
into the charges that valuable townsites 

of the Creek nation had passed, through 
fraudulent methods, into the hands of 
persons not entitled to them, 

Under the present system of dispos- 
ing of the Creek lands, persons living 


in the Territory towns.are permitted ta. 
purchase a lot of 100 feet frontage, if: 


they desire to erect a home on it, but 
if they desire land for business pur- 
poses, they may purchase four acres. 

It was the intention of the Govern- 
ment to get these tracts into the hands 
of as many individuals as possible, but 
it is alleged that hundreds of townsites 
have been acquired by a few people in 
express violation: of the law. 

“Dummy” Purchasers, 


This was done, it is alleged, through 
dummy purchasers, who selected the 
townsites, made known to townsites 


committees their desire to buy and, aft- 
er securing the title, transferred it to 
the persons for whom they really were 
acting in the first instance. 

The charge has been made that at 
least one prominent official in the Ter- 
ritory now owns townsites that were 
secured through fraud. 

The matter was placed before Secre- 
tary Hitchcock and jater before the 
‘President. ‘The latter, at the instance 
6f Commissioner Leupp, sent Mr. Foulke 
to the Territory to. look into the facts. 
He returned here today and will lay a 
complete report before the President 
Monday. 

M. L. Mott, attorney for the Creek 
Nation, -will continue the investiga- 
tion started by Mr. Foulke and will 
make an effort to obtain evidence 
upon which to base criminal proceed- 
ings against the persons who are al- 
legwed to have violated the law.

HITCHCOCK DISCUSSES 
~WALUE OF COAL LANDS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Secretary 
(Hitchcock today added his views to

The Secretary was entirely unable to 

lace a value on the lands. The Geo- 
ogical Surveg@ had intimated the de- 
posits to contain nearly three billions 
of coal, while the Government mining 
placed the 
amount at a billion and a quarter tons. 
The Secretary regarded the latter esti- 
mate as more nearly correct. He added 
that a fair price for the mineral rights 
might be arrived at upon the basis of 
the royalty of & cents a ton, the amount 
the Indians now receive under coal land 
leases, 

The Secretary expressed himself 
against any present sale of the coal 
jands, saying he believed it would be 
impossible to wet anything like a fair 
price for them in view of the several 
unsuccessful efforts his department 
ha made in that connection. 

Senator Brandegee remarked that he 
had heard $4,000,000,000 was to be of- 
fered for the lands.

There was no denial of the fact that 
the United Railways Co. is using the 
streets for hauling dirt, beef, beer, cin- 
ders, rock, lumber and other articles, 
but Attorneys Morton Jourdan and 
Henry 8S. Priest promised that there 
would be no more hauling of dirt. They 
contended that they had a right to haul 
beef and beer as express under certain 
privileges granted them by municipal 
ordinances. 

The attorneys for the United Railways 
admitted that the company had no right 
to use the streets for hauling freight, 
but, they said, that the dirt from the 
Butler uilding excavation at Wight- 
eenth and Olive’ streets was being

Councilman Cramer Complains. 


The complainants were Councilman 
Ernest Cramer and Attorneys Charles 
Fensky and Andrew M. Sullivan. Mr. 
Cramer said that complaints had been 
made to him by the Team Owners’ As- 
sociation that the company was hauling 
dirt in its cars and that he had asked 
the City Counselor for an opinion as to 
whether the company, under its charter. 
had the power to undertake such -work. 
He said the City Counselor had referred 
him to the Attorney-General on the 
ground that the company was operat- 
ing under a State charter and that the 
question was one for the Attorney-Gen- 
eral rather than the City Counselor to 
deal with. 

Mr. Sullivan said that he had been 
employed as an attorney by the team 
owners and excavators to write an 
opinion as to whether the United 
RAailways were exceeding their char- 
ter rights by hauling freight. He said 
that he carefully examined every ord- 
inance granted to street railway cor- 
porations for the last forty or fifty 
years, and that he could not find in 
any of them that such right was 
Rranted. Only two or three of the 
constituent lines of the United Rail- 
ways Co., he said, had the authority 
to carry express packages. 

Attorney Fensky’s complaint not on- 
ly related to._the question of hauling 
freight, but also involved the consti- 
tutionality of the legislative act un- 
der which the consolidation of several 
companies into the United Railways 
company took place. 

Fensky quoted from 
article 7 of the State Constitution to 
prove that the Legislature had no 
right to pass a law authorizing the 
construction of a street railway in any 
town or village without first acquir- 
ing the consent of the local authori- 
ties controlling the streets affected, 
and that franchises so granted shall 
not be transferred without similar as- 
sent, ; 

He contended that the Lindell Rail- 
way Co., the Union Depot Co., the Cit- 
izens’ Railway Co., and the Jefferson 
Avenue Railway Co. obtained their 
charters as provided by this section 
of the constitution and couid not 
transfer their franchises to the Cen- 
tral Traction Co.. now the United 
Railways Co., without first obtaining 
the consent of the municipal author- 
ities. Such consent, he said, was never 
obtained by the original companies.

Fireman Who Reached Home at 
Midnight Ate Lunch and 
Lighted Pipe. 








HIS HOUSE WAS ON FIRE 





He Discovered Blaze in Time to 
Waken His Wife and Their 
Daughters. 





The habit of eating a midnight supper 
and then sitting up for an hour or _— 
to take a farewell pull at his pipe, con 
tracted by M. Gorman years ago, prob- 
ably saved his own life and that of his 
wife and two grown daughters, Misses 
Katie and Helen Gorman, early Satur- 
day morning when he discovered that a 
fierce fire was burning in a combination 
grocery and saloon beneath his flat, and 
that the fire was already threatening to 
cut off escape from the upper story by 
means of the narrow stairway. 

Gorman lives in the second story of 
the building at 1300 Geyer avenue. He 
is a stationary fireman, employed by the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. 
Under his flat Tony Hoges has a saloon 
and grocery, Gorman’'s usual hour t> 
reach home is at midnight, and it was 
lucky that he was on time Friday night. 
After eating a lunch he sat down to 
smoke for a time. 

It was 12:45 a. m. when Gorman awak- 
ened his wife and told her’ that he 
smelled smoke and believed that there 
was a fire in the near vicinity. Mrs. 
Gorman left her bed and went into the 
kitchen to examine the stove, in which 
she had left a fire when she retired. 
Mr. Gorman opened the kitchen window, 
and, as he did ‘so, a volume of black 
smoke poured into the room which near- 
ly stifled him and his wife. The smoke 
came through the transom of the saloon, 
which was directly beneath the kitchen 
window. 

Gorman realized at once that the fire 
was of the floor below his flat, and he 
hastened to awaken his two daughters. 
They started to put on their clothes at 
the same time that Gorman onenei the 
door leading to the stairway and was 
met by another rush of smoke and a 
burst of flame. He half led and pushed 
his wife down the stairs and then re- 
turned for the two young women. ‘The 
three were hustled into the back vard 
Mrs. Gorman in her bare feet and cla@ 
in her night dress. The two girls man- 
aged to don a little more clothing. 

While the family stood watching the 
flames the Fire Department arrived, 
and as the first lead of hose was run into 
the building. Mr. Gorman missed his 
elder daughter. He found her at the 
foot of the stairway, where she was 
making a determined effort to re-enter 
the flat in order that she might gain | 
possession of her savings bank in which 
there was $20.

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SCHOOL QUARREL REVIVED 


Federal Attorney in Frisco 
Says He’s Ready to Move 
When Orders Come. 


-SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 15.—A Hono- 
lulu dispatch to a San Francisco paper 
says: 

“The officers of the transport Thomas 
have announced that two regiments are 
to be rushed immediately to the Island 
of Lanai in anticipation of trouble with 
Japanese. They absolutely refuse to 
give out any of the details bearing on 
the call for troops or the reason why 


the Government feels that the soldiers 
of the United States are necessary in 
the islands, which are at this time over- 
run by the little brown men. 

“It is understood that the Mikado was 
extremely anxious to get possession of 
the Island of Lanai, which is private 

roperty. This island is 30) miles from 
lonolulu and could be used as an ex- 
cellent naval base against the United 
States by any foreign power. It has 
two splendid harbors of sufficient depth 
to accommodate a large fleet of war 
vessels. 

‘‘Last night Attorney George D. Gear 
obtained an injunction against Gov. Car- 
ter and Land Commissioner Pratt to 
prevent their selling the islands to a 
syndicate. It is understood that the 
syndicate represents ilie Japanese Gov- 
ernment, or people who ultimately ex- 
pect to dispose of the island to Japan.”’ 


Higher Education for Japs. 


“Japanese children who have passed 
the grammar grades have not been and 
will not be barred from the high 
schools."’ 

This statement was made by Presi- 
dent Altmann of the Board of Educa- 
tion yesterday.

Conflicting stories are told of the 
manner in which Fred Wagner, 39 
years old, of Chicago, who is in a se- 
rious condition at the City Hospital, 
suffered his injury. Wagner's skull was 
found to be fractured after he had been 
put off a Market street car, at Man- 


chester and Garrison avenues, by the 
Motorman, C. M. Messen, of 2917 La- 
clede avenue. 

Wagner boarded the car, westbound, 
at Leffingwell avenue, two blocks east 
of Garrison. He appeared to be intoxi- 
cated. It was then about 7p. m. Fri- 
day, and the car was filled with pas- 
sengers, many of them women shoppers, 

He sat down on the floor in the 
front end of the car, near the stove, 
his feet across the aisle in front of the 
door. At Garrison avenue, according 
to Mrs. Hannah Harms of 3966 Gratiot 
street, who was sitting near the front 
of the car, the motorman came inside, 
seized Wagner by the shoulders and 
told him he would have to get off. 

Wagner muttered something which 
Mrs. Harms says sounded like an ap- 
peal for protection. The motorman then, 
she says, pulled the man out of the 
car, his head toward the street and 
his feet dragging. She did not see what 
took place outside. Some of the pas- 
sengers, she says, were indignant at 
the motorman’s treatment of the man, 
a eeeered to her to be stupid from

Heard His Skull Crack. 


J. H. Suttmueller had just left the 
car at the rear end to cross the street 
to his residence at 2948 Manchester 
avenue. He told a Post-Dispatch re- 


porter Saturday that he saw the mo- 
torman dragging a man from the 
front platform toward the curbstone.

Suttmueller thought the man was 
dead. He says he could hear Wagner's 
skull crack as his head hit the side- 
walk. Frank Suttmueller, a son who 
was with him, reproached the motor- 
man, grabbed his cap from his head 
and took the number. 

Motorman Messen denied Saturday 
that he handled Wagner roughly. He 
says that he stopped the car to put 
Wagner off because the latter seemed 
to be intoxicated and was blocking the 
doorway. Two women were sitting in 
the front seat, and they appeared to be 
annoyed by the man. Messen says that 
as he pulled Wagener to the street, the 
man locked his left arm in the motor- 
man’s left. Messen says that as he 
pulled loose from Wagner's grip Wag- 
ner staggered a few steps and fell, his 
head striking the curb. 

The conductor, John Atterberry, of 
2023 Clark avenue, saw the occurrence 
from the front platform of the car. He 
bears out the motorman’s statement that 
no unnecessary roughness was used 
expelling Wagener from the car. He de- 
nies the

Wagner was carried into a doorway 
of a saloon on the corner and propned 
against a post.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 15.—The 
coal shortage in the Northwest is be- 
coming a menace to human life and has 
already caused much severe suffering. 
Glenburn, N. D., is considering an ap- 
peal to the governors of North Dakota 


and Minnesota to employ State militia 
in moving coal trains. The town has 
invited all persons from its territory 
who will be without coal to camp in 
the village school. Farmers are burn- 
ing their outbuildings for fuel. Eve- 
leth, Minn., is facing darkness and sul- 
fering through deprivation of coal, and 
apprehensive reports have been re- 
ceived from numerous other places. 

The situation all through this section 
is desperate, and with the prospects of 
blizzards it _is seriously feared that 
many will freeze to death if fuel is not 
available soon. 

The citizens of the stricken districts 
have telegrapheq to their senators in 
Washington, asking their influence with 
the Federal Government. The Burling- 
ton mines were telephoned by citizens 
of Glenburn and asked if five cars of 
coal could be spared. The reply was 
that they were 60 cars behind in or- 
ders and could not obtain cars. Owing 
to the conditiofi of the roads. farmers 
cannot go to the mines and haul over 
15% pounds. 

The worst snowstorm in years is re- 
ported by railroad companies which 
have westbound extensions. The trains 
in Western North Dakota on every line 


‘are snowbound, and in some cases are

NOT FRIENDS BUT 
NATURAL ENEMIES 


Policeman Heer Dismissed for 
Borrowing Money From a 
Saloon Keeper. 


———— 


ROBERT LEE ALSO FIRED 








Testimony As to His Efficiency 
Did Not Excuse His 


Intoxication. 


In dismissing Patrolman Anton Heer 
from the force after finding him guilty 
of failure to pay a just debt, as required 
by the rules of the manual, the Police 
Commissioners intimated that Her’s of- 
fense had been aggravated by ihe fact 
that he borrowed from a saloon Keeper. 

“Policemen and saloon keepers “re 
supposed to be enemies, not friends, 
said Vice-President Bland in passing 
sentence. ‘An officer’s duty is to se@ 
that this particular branch of business 
is conducted strictly according to law, 
and he should in no way place himself 
under Ovuuigations LO saiVv: eu,cr . 

This is not the first instance where 
the present board has gone on record as 
disapproving of policemen borrowing 
from saloon keepers. In the case of 
Thomas Kiely, son of the former Chief, 
who was dismissed from the ferce for 
owing money to a saloon keeper, Presi- 
dent Stewart said: “A policeman can- 
not owe a saloon keeper money and at 
the same time perform his duty fearless- 
ly and impartially as he is expected to 
do. A policeman is bound to be in- 
fluenced by a saloon keeper to whom he 
is indebted financially.’ 

The manual makes it an offense for a 
policeman to fail to pay any just debt. 


Heer was charged with failure to make | 


monthly payments on a loan he nego- 
tiated from Henry Altemeyer, a saloon 
keeper, at Twelfth and Poplar streets. 
Heer borrowed $250 from Altemeyer in 
August, 1%6, and paid back $70 of it. 
Heer's defense was that he borrowed 
the money from Altmeyer because they 
were old friends. This did not seem to 
lessen the offense any in the eyes of 
the board. The fact that Heer walked 
the beat on which Altemeyer’s saloon 
is located at the time he borrowed the 
money convinced the board that he had 
placed himself under obligations to 


Altemeyer which might have interfered 


with the performance of his duty. 

Heer had been before the board on 
numerous occasions since his appoint- 
ment to the force in 1887. Several times 
he had been reprimanded for entering 
saloons.

HIS OR THE BANK'S2 


Former President of the Fourth 
National Makes Protest 
to Postmaster, 


SUCCESSOR HAS LETTERS 


Mr. Forman Complains That 
Personal Gas Bill Was

This interesting question has been 
j token: under advisement by Postmas- 
;ter Wyman as a result of differences 
between H. A. Forman, former presi- 
‘dent of the Fourth National Bank, 
aud the officials of the Bank of Co 
merce relative to the disposition of 
Mr. Forman’s epistolary correspond- 
ence. 

The Bank of Commerce bought the 
Fourth National Bank a few days ago, 
following the resignation of r. 
Forman from the Mresidency. Mr. 
Forman was at once made president 
of the new Central National Bank at 
Seventh and Locust streets. Mail ad- 
dressed to Mr. Forman as president of 
the Fourth National, it appears from 
Mr. Forman’s com laint to the Post- 
office authorities, has been opened by 
the Bank of Commerce people. 

Mr. Forman protested that in one in- 
stance his personai gas bill was in- 
spected by his former banking associ- 
ates before it was forwarded to him. 


Forman Wants His Mail. 
“I presume,” said Mr. Forman, “that 


several hundred letters belonging to me 


are now in the possession of those who 
bought the assets of the Fourth Na- 
tional Bank. I believe that I am en- 
titled to all mail addressed to me, 
whether in an official or personal way. 
If the mail doesn’t belong to me per- 
sonally I shall, of course, send it back 
to the Fourth National Bank or the 
purchasers of that institution.’’ 

J. C. Van Blarcom, president of the 
Bank of Commerce, said: 

‘It is true that the officer who suc- 
ceeded Mr. Forman as president of the 
Fourth National Bank retained all mail 
addressed to Mr. Forman as president. 
Why not? The bank mail belongs to 
ithe bank. Mail addressed to me as 
president of this bank is not my mail, 
; but the mail of the Bank of Commerce. 
‘It often happens that personal mail gets 
mixed up with the official correspond- 
ence of the bank, but that is, of course, 
rare.

SPECIAL SENATORIAL ELECTION. 

The special election to be held next Tuesday, Dec. 
18, to elect a successor to State Senator George W. 
Reichmann in the Thirty-third Senatorial District, 
demonstrates the value of the campaign conducted 
by the Post-Dispatch in the recent elections.

Although it is announced that the President will 
withdraw kis order to the Public Printer, now that 
Congress has declared for official spelling by the 
dictionary instead of by ear, this does not prevent 
the work of reform from going on in other ways. 

The Teddy Bear is one of the great features of 
Christmas this year and it was made so by the 
President's now classical volume of Teddy Bear 
stories. 

These stories are all spelled by the dictionary 
in the same way that Washington Irving spelled 
out the adventures of his heroes in the West. The 
only marked difference is that while Irving spelled 
out the adventures of other heroes by the diction- 
ary, and so immortalized them, the President spelled 

out his own, and so immortalized the Teddy Bear. 

We see the Teddy Bear rise (in conventional dic- 
tionary spelling) to his hind legs after the bullet 
has pierced his shoulder and come on with a roar 
of wrath while the heroic hunter, with a cartridge 
jammed in his magazine, is loosening his knife in the 
sheath and working frantically at the lever. 

Even when conventional, the Teddy Bear is sur- 
prising and exciting, but if he were simplified and 
phoneticized, he might be much more so. If he 
“rord his rath” with all superfluous letters omitted, 
we might be much more deeply impressed with the 
Teddy Bear next Christmas than this. 

_ Perhaps the President’s publishers will give their 

_Ammediate consent to the simplification and throw 
away all the old plates for the sake of the great 
idea, If so, Congress wil] not be allowed to inter-

certain articles, as of apparel.” 

All such laws are obnoxious to Americans.

Walthour and Bedell continue thelr 
desperate efforts to gain a lap, but thus 
far without success. They were joined 
in their misery shortly before midnight 
by Stoll and Vanderstuft, who, losing” 
a lap, fell back from the tieg riders 
after an amazing struggle. 

After a week of shocking condition 
had existed inside the Garden the Po 
lice Department sent 30 detectives to 


the place last night and they have been 
augmefted. It is seriously asserted that 


every thief, thug, second-story worker, 
gold brick man, shell worker, loop-the- 
looper, strong-arm man, pocket cutter, 


dip and panhandler in the city has been 
in Madison Square Garden every night, 
and the man who goes there merely to 
watch the riders can be regarded only 
as one of reckless and audacious cour- 
age, or the veriest sucker. The chances 
of getting out of Madison Square Gar- 
den last night without losing purse, 
wallet, coat or hat were so. slim that 
only the luckiest could achieve such a 
result. Wednesday night one man was 
heard to say he would guarantee to steal 
any overcoat in the house for $2 cash. 
Hard Times for the Innocent. 

The “gorillas” have amused them- 
selves when not. slitting pockets by 
throwing pies at each other. The in- 
nocent wanderer in this land of crook- 
dom may not be the target of the 
thrown pie, but this is not necessarily 
an assurance that-he won't be the one 
hit.
